The applicants have argued that the Wical reference fails to teach the claimed limitation that the query is converted to a query concept. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. 

At col. 1, lines 35-56, the invention is disclosed as a way in which to construct a search and retrieval system that is not highly dependent 
upon the exact words chosen for the query, but one that generates a similar response for different queries that have similar meanings. 

At col. 2, lines 54-57, it is disclosed that the system processes a query by mapping the terms of the query to categories/terminology in the 
knowledge base, said categories/terminology anticipatng the claimed 'query concept'. 

Furthermore, at col. 3, lines 3-16, it is disclosed that concept knowledge base query processing matches themes to the query terms input 
said themes also anticipating the claimed 'query concept'. 

The examiner maintains the rejections of record. 
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
